A WOMAN who used her 
sister-in-law as a naked 
slave was jailed for 
seven years yesterday. 


Antonia Pearson-Gaballonie, 
35, kept Veronica Sandeman 
hostage in her home for two 
years. 


She was starved, hit with a belt 
and rolling pin and her clothes 
were burned. 

After that she was forced to work 
naked for nine months. 


Brutal 


Pearson-Gaballonie, who at first 
refused to enter the dock to face 
justice, tried to avoid trial by 
taking an overdose. 

The Recorder of York, Judge 
Paul Hoffman, told her: “You have 
been callous and particularly bru- 
tal to your sister-in-law, who was 
vulnerable and dependent on you. 

“How one person can behave to 
another with such cruelty is very 
hard to contemplate but you did, 
much of this at a time when you 
falsely imprisoned her.” 

Veronica, from Dundee, moved to 
York in 1997 to live with her soldier 
brother Steven and Pearson- 
Gaballonie. 

The couple later married and she 
was an unpaid nanny to their baby 
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Seven years for wife | 


who tortured skivvy 


and the defendent’s two children. 
But Pearson-Gaballonie then split 
with Steven, who moved out — 
leaving Veronica behind. 

Veronica was starved for up to 
three weeks at a time and forced to 
clean the house naked in front of 
Pearson-Gaballonie, her new 
husband Neil and the children. 

Prosecutor Andrew Kershaw 
said: “The beatings continued, but 


now on her bare skin and increas- 
ingly exposed bones.” 

Veronica, 26, finally escaped 
after her tormentor hacked off her 
hair and stabbed her face with 
scissors. 

Pearson-Gaballonie was led from 
the dock sobbing. 

Neil Pearson, 35, was given two 
years for aiding his wife.

paperwork alone - except in the case of 
people serving life. 


Respect 

You couldn’t help but feel enormous 
respect for the volunteers who put their 
consciences through the mincing machine 
as they tried to arrive at a reasonably just 
judgement. 

But the examples chosen this week made 
you wonder if the whole system ought to be 
scrapped and replaced by a lottery. 

Of the three men appealing before the 
board, only 39-year-old armed robber Barry 


came across as a genuinely changed man 
with little risk of re-offending. 

He’d battled with his demons, he’d 
considered the consequences of his crimes, 
he was articulate and responsible. 

Compared to the troubled murderer 
Mukhtar, and the scarily unrepentant 
arsonist Michael, it seemed obvious who 
deserved to be walking out of the door. And 
it seemed deeply unfair when Barry was 
told his request had been denied. 

It was heartening to see that we live in a 
country where people aren’t simply locked 
up - their crimes and their attitudes to them 
are painstakingly assessed. But it seems the 
best we can manage is a system that tries to 
be fair.
